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LAW SOCIETY OF THE TERRITORIES. 


The benchers of the law society of the 
Territories met in Calgary last week, at the 
same time as the sittings of the supreme 
eourt en banc, and elected their officers as 
follows: President, W. C. Hamilton, Q. C., 
Regina ; vice-president, N. D. Beck, Q. C., 
Edmonton; secretary-treasurer, Norman 
McKenzie, Regina ; editor of court reports, 
C. C. McCaul, Q. C.. Calgary; examiners, 
J. B. Smith, Q. C., Calgary, and Ford 
Jones, Regina. Committees were appointed 
on ; Finance, library and discipline ; exam- 
ination and legislation ; reporting and print- 
ing. Hereafter the law society will assume 
charge of the publication of the court 
reports of the Territories, and reports will 
be more comprehensive than heretofore. 
The annual fee for license to practice has 
been placed at $15 and is payable for 1899 
before March Ist. The curriculum for 
final examination has not been changed for 
students already articled. But an entirely 
new curriculum for first. and second inter- 
mediate and for final examination has been 
provided for students “articled since Sept. 
15th, 1898. These examinations will be 
held each year. The first will be held in 
March next.

with & FE. Anderson left Fort Sas- 
wan ‘on Dec, 19th, with W. 
Calder and two dog trains, taking out 
mail for Lesser Glave fake ahd Peace 
Hiver. -He reached the Landing on 
the 2ist. Rain fell on Lesser Slave 
river during part of Christmas day. 
He reached the east end of Slave lake 
the 26th. "There was rain again on 
the 27th, and on the 28th the ther- 
mometer. registered 35 degrees below. 
On the 29th he crossed from the south 
to the north shore of the lake at the 
Big Narrows, and on the 30th reached 
the-police detachment. Mr. Anderson 
says that on his arrival, when the cry 
of mail was heard, the population 
seemed all in a flutter, and in five 
minupes people began ‘flocking to the 
police station. They seemed to think 
that mail just before New Years was 
too good to be true. However, most 
of them got mail, showing them that 
their friends in the civilized werld had 
not forgotten them. ‘The niail brought 
out to many new hopes and enabled 
them to look towards the New Year 
with more pleasure than otherwise 
would have been the case. Speaking 
of Slave Jake Mr, Anderson says that 
a bachelor’s ball was heid there shortly 
before ‘his arrival at which the attend- 
ance was over 100. He attended an 
entertainment at the Roman Catholic 
mission school at which 80 children 
were present, who acquitted themselves 
very well. Sgt. Anderson speaks particu- 
larly of the assistance given him by G. 

Desjarlais, trader, of Slave lake. 

Sergt. Anderson left Slave lake for 
Peace River, on Jan. 2ad. The police 
of Peace River detachment had given 
a ball on Oct. 26th, which was attend- 
ed by 70 péoplé, and yet most of the 
natives were away. The sergeant re- 
marks that when these people return 
they will be told of the hospitality and 
friendliness of the mounted police, and 
this will help to lessen the misguided 
ideas they have of the white people of 
the country. 

Left Peace River on Jan. 6th, and 
reached Slave lake on Jan. 9th. A 
number of letters and some parcels of 
valuables and money were awaiting the 
arrival of the mail, to be sent on to 
Edmonton. The people had such con- 
fidence in the police that many of them 
refused to accept receipts, but the 
sergeant insisted’on giving them. The 
following Klondikers were at the lake : 
B. Roberts, J. McWaney, S. Moren, 
M. Major, Crangle, Barclay, John Tul- 
loch, Mr. and Mra. Tonielli. 

Left Slave lake on Jan. 10th, crossed 
the Narrows on the 11tb, reached the 
end of the lake on the 12th, the 
Landing on the 15th, making 140 
miles in three days,aud Fort Saskatche- 
wan on the 18th, having been 31 days 
absent; and having travelled 800 miles. 
There are police detachments at Atha- 
basca Landing, Lesser Slave lake and 
Peace River Crossing. At Peace River 
the barracks are very good, but new 
quarters are needed at Slave lake aud 
Athabasca Landing. A justice of the 
peace is badly needed at Lesser Slave 
lake. Sgt. Anderson thinks that the 
prohibition of the-sale of so-called 
essences in the north requires to be 
more strictly enforced, as the sale of 
alcohol in that form is increasing and 
becoming » considerable evil. 


EXHIBITION GROUNDS. 

The committee appointed by the 
board of trade to secure offers for 
exhibition grounds, having secured a 
number of offers have decided to 
accept that of the H. B. Co, of 55 
acres on the flat immediately in front 
oftown. The property is bounded on 
the south by the river, on the east by 
the estate of D. Rors, on the north by 
Calgary avenue, and on the west by 
Fourth street, the street which is 
graded to a winter crossing of the 
river. The property occupies the 
whole of the point of the flat. The 
ground is dry snd level, it is easily 
accessible from both sides of the river, 
it is convenient to the great necessity 
of show grounds, that is water, and is 
in every way undoubtedly the most 
Gesirable property that was offered. 
It is cut by four streets, two north 
ani south and two east and west, but 
no doubt if the scheme goes through 
these streets can be closed so that the 
property wili be in a solid block. It 
is of ample size, and yet not too large 
for all the purposes for which it is 
required. The price is $7,000, $500 
down and the balance in nine annual 
instalments with interest at 7 per cent. 
In order to be in a position to handle 
the matter swecessfully it was decided 
to form a joint stock company for the 
purpose of purchasing the grounds 
and fitting them up. The capital 
stock is placed at $20,000, divided into 
$25 shares. It will be necessary to 
raise enough money to make one or 
two payments on the property, fence, 
improve it and erect necessary 
buildings; after which it is hoped that 
the payments on the land can be met 
out of the receipts. Messrs Gallagher 
and Rebertson were appointed a com- 
mittee to canvas for subscriptions. 
They wetit to work on Tuesday after- 
noon, and so far have met with most

PARRY SOUND IMMIGRANTS. 


The following despatch from Toron- 
to appears in Saturday’s issue of the 
Winnipeg Tribune: There is every 
indication of a big rush of settlers, 
early in the coming spring, from Ontar- 
io to Manitoba. The visit of Premier 
Greenway to Toronto is partially to 
make arrangements with the Canadian 
Pacific for the transportation of the 
families and effects. It is expected 
that between twelve aud fifteen hund- 
red souls will forsake Ontario and set- 
tle in the west. Negotiations fur their 
removal, carried on for sone time past 
by Mr. Scott, immigration agent, are 
expected to be completed within a few 
ays, 

Premier Greenway stated to a report- 
er that everything was practically ar- 
ranged. The families going come from 
the neighborhood of Bracebridge and 
points north, such as Burk’s Falls and 
Utterson, and they have all expressed 
themselves as anxious to settle in Mani- 
toba. All have effects, a fair amount 
of live stock, cattle, sheep, horses, and 
farming implements. The removal 
will not take place till early in the 
spring, and the families will be settled 
on Dominion government lands in the 
Swan River district, in Southern Mani- 
toba, at Edmonton and at Weyburn, 
Assa.. 


The Lake Manitoba Railway and 
Canal and Dauphin Railway Co. will 
take charge of these emigrants after 
they arrive and large buildings are now 
being erected at the end of the tracks 
of the two roads.

HEIMINCK VS. THE TOWN OF EDMONTON. 


It will be remembered that some 
moths ago I, the undersigned, received! 
judgment in my fevor by the highest 
court in Canada witli regard to the suit 
against the town in’ connection with 
the trail’ question across my property, 
then between Cameron’s and Sutter's 
business stand on Main street. It will 
also be remembered that this suit was 
entered by me against the town on 
account of their claiming highway 
rights across my property. 

I will endeavor to show to my fellow 
ratepayers a few points in connection 
with this law suit that might be of 
general interest, and will show the true 
merits of the case. The very fact that 
I had to resort to the courts to estab- 
lish my right to the !and in question 
must become interesting to the ones 
that are paying for the legal expenses 
therefor. 

The charter rights of the Hudson’s 
Bay Co. allows them to substitute any 
old trails by new suitable streets, 
therefore the alleged continued trail 
across my land disappears on the 
eastern boundary of the H. B. Co. 
reserve. 

The Methodist misson allowed Col- 
lege avenue, the latter name for the 
alleged trail, to be established in con- 
sideration that McDougall street be 
opened ; it was in their favor to do so, 
but the tows had no right to even 

an inch of the land comprised by Col- 
lege avenue, before granted by the 
Methodist mission, and had to open 
McDougall street as a consideration 
therefor, 

I was denied, however, to enjoy my 
possessions in peace, while helding the 
title to it, im which the true boundaries 
of the property are unmistakably de- 
fined, while paying taxes year after 
year for the land, | should have stood 
to suffer the town authorities to take 
from me a comparatively valuable 
property. The tra’! that was reserved 
in the patent cf R. L. 8 at the time 
when the only trail was in existence, 
namely the one that was used by the 
H. Bb. Co. and the earliest settlers, is 
still in existence and may be walked 
along its historical windings to avoid 
either mud holes or clumps of bushes 
in the vicivity of Rat creek.

Well, the 
issue is finally decided as far as myself 
and the town have been coacerned, but 
shal! it also be concluded between the 
men that constituted the municipal 
authority at the time when the unjust 
act on. their part. had been per- 
petrated on the so far willing rate- 
payers? 

Would it not seem that those men 
that have called themselves town 
councillors at the time are liable for 
their conduct, and the .expemses in 
connection the-ewith? Are we rate- 
payers to be used as the reserve fund 
of an executive power that will de- 
mand our money, and sometimes 
collect it by distress, in order to back 
its belligerent propensity even when 
uncalled for by reason of an entire 
lack of reason for it.

MASSEY-HARRIS DEMONSTRATION. 


The display of agricultural ma- 
chinery, organized by the Massey- 
Harris Co. for Wednesday, Feb. Ist, 
was seriously handicapped by the 
severe weather of that and several 
preceding days.

The company have booked orders for 
225 seed drills besides large orders of all 
other classes of machinery.
